To  establish  procedures  for  the  monitoring  and  decontamination  of  personnel 
and  vehicles  against  radiological  contamination. 

2.  DEFINITION 

Radiological  contamination  is  the  deposit  of  dust  or  dirt  containing 
radioactive  materials  upon  the  surface  of  the  skin,  clothing,  vehicles,  or 
equipment.  Decontamination  consists  of  the  removal  of  this  dust  oi  dirt  by 
brushing,  sweeping,  washing,  or  abrasion. 

3.  EXECUTION 

Before  personnel  arc  entrucked  at  the  entrucking  point  to  leave  the  trench 
area,  all  personnel  and  vehicles  will  be  swept  off  with  brooms,  and  then 
surveyed  for  radiation  contamination .  Rad  Safe  personnel  will  conduct  the 
survey  augmented  by  a  20  man  monitoring  team  with  AN/PDR  27A  Radiac  instru¬ 
ments  from  the  50th  CML  Platoon  (Svc) .  If  the  maximum  tolerance  intensity 
is  still  20  mr/hr  or  greater,  the  vehicle  or  person  concerned  will  again 
be  swept  off  with  a  broom  in  another  attempt  to  lower  the  intensity  by 
removing  the  dust  or  dirt.  If  this  fails  to  lower  the  intensity  below  X' 
rar/hr,  the  .individual  or  vehicle  concerned  will  be  taken  to  the  decontamination 
station  located  approximately  1000  yir  north  of  the  CP  at  Yucca  Tass.  (84 8888) 
Hero  a  re-survey  will  be  taken  and  if  the  intensity  is  still  20  mr/hr  or  greater 
decontamination  procedures  will  bo  ndminist-r. d  by  showering  the  individual  or 
washing  the  vehicle.  Each  personnel  carrier  vehicle  will  be  equipped  with  two 
brooms,  provided  by  the  operating  agency.  The  group  leader  is  responsible  for 
decontamination  of  his  personnel  and  vehicle. 

4.  Radiologic*!  survey  of  personnel  and  vehicles  will  be  conducted  by  holding 
the  probe  of  the  AN/PDR  27A  two  inches  from  the  surface  being  surveyed.  Par¬ 
ticular  attention  will  be  paid  to  the  individuals  shoes,  eyebrows,  hairline 
and  hands. 


5.  Other  than  the  showering  and  washing  facilities  at  the  decontamination 
station,  brushes,  containers  of  soapy  water  an  1  rinse  water  will  be  present
